=jefore Contacting the After-sales Service 


Before contacting the after-sales service, perform the following simple checks. If you cannot solve the problem 
using the instructions below, note the model and serial number of the television and contact your local dealer. 


Check that the mains lead has been connected to a wall socket and the wall socket is switched on. 
Check that you have pressed the On/Off button. 

Check the picture contrast and brightness settings. 

Check the volume.

of the same rating must be used. 

Never use the plug with the fuse cover omitted if the cover is detachable. 
a replacement fuse cover is required, it must be of the same colour 

as the pin face of the plug. Replacement covers are available from 

your Dealer. If the fitted plug is not suitable for the power points in 

your house or, the cable is not long enough to reach a power point, 

you should obtain a suitable satety approved extension lead or consult 
your Dealer for assistance.
